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died into a bright flame, and Cent forth a fcent fomc- 
what like that of hoofs or horns, tho it had a very 
fragrant fmell before. I am told moreover, _ that ’tis 
very ufual in thefe parts of the Kingdom to find vari¬ 
ous forts of ancient Earthen Ware, feme exceeding 
China in finenefs. I remember I once faw a Piece in 
the hands of an Apothecary in Cain, that had been 
finely gilt with Gold : The fame Apothecary has alfo 
a very good flock of Ancient Coy ns by him : which is 
all the account I am able to give you at prefent. If 
any thing further occurs to my knowledge, yon (hall 
be fure to hear from
